parative review of this part. We fee no phyfcal reafon, 
why fhe fhould fing better at one theatre, than at the other; 
and to fuppofe that any preference fhould obtain in her own 
mind, would be to attribute to her a finifter line of condud 
and of motive, of which, we are perfuaded, the ftands 
wholly acquitted and exempt. | 

In the Recitative, Mrs. Billington difcovers wonderful 


talie, and judgement—though her merit, in this. depatt 


_ ys ement, 
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ment, we are firmly convinced, is lefs underftood and ac- 
knowledged, by the grand bulk of the audience, than in 
her dirs. The full extent of her powers can only be ap. © 
preciated by fcientific hearers, and thefe certainly ‘con- : 
ftitute but a very moderate proportion of the audience, Yet, 
even when fhe foars above the level of the comprehenfion 
of the majority, fuch is the bewitching fweetnefs of her. 
voice—fuch the exuberance of her fancy—fuch the impof. _ 
ing graces of her flyle—that fhe never fails to charm, and | 
the galleries feel delighted, though not competent to follow 
her through all her refinements, nor to account for the gra. 
tification they experience. 

In the Airs, on the other hand, and exquifite fongs (we 
fpeak folely with reference to the mufic) with which the 
Opera of Artaxerxes abounds, Mrs: Billington appears to 
the fulleft advantage. Here her powers meet a fair and 
adequate trial—here the inherent melody of the compofition 
feconds her efforts—the moft uncultivated ear acknowledges 
the potency of the tuneful art, and every heart is moved 
with the ‘* concord of fweet founds.”’ The mingled 
{weetnefs and fimplicity which charatterize the fhort Air 


s* Adieu, thou lovely youth”——— 


{peaks to the very foul—but the Bravura, which terminates 
the Firft A&, is of a very different defcription. As the ve- 
hicle to an aftonifhing difplay of ar¢—as the themeof a 
degree ofjexecution unparallelled and almoft incredible, it cers 
tainly is admirably calculated to demonftrate in the ftrong- 
eft light, the vaft extent of Mrs. Billimgton’s powers. But, 
if we regard mufic as intended to act as the vehicle of /en- 
timent (which we are free to confefs, appears to us, to be its 
true origin and defign) if we allow melody, to be the primary 
obje&t, and execution a fecondary confideration—then, in- 


deed, it muft be granted, that this celebrated Bravura makes

-recommendations. Its merits reft on the mere plea of dif- 


ficulty—and this we have ever confidered as a kind of baflard 
principle, which tends to eftrange and alineate mufic from 
its legitimate and natural purport. 

To the honour of the Author of Artaxerxes, the great Dr. 
Arne, it ought to behere recorded, that this Bravura is not 


the compofition of that confummate Mafter. It has been 


merely foifted on the Opera, for the exprefs purpofe of dif- 
playing the compafs of Mrs. Billington’s voice. It was 
compofed by Bzanchi, in Italy, and was introduced by Mrs. 
Billington at the theatre of San Carlos, at Naples. ,So ex- 
tremely laboured, fo great, indeed, are its difficulties, with 
refpe€t to executzon, that on the fcore being fhown toa lady 
who ranked as the Arft finger of the Italian ftage, fhe pre- 
remptorily declared it to be above the utmoft capacity of the 
humanvoice, as being totally impratticable, As the words of 
this Bravura are not to be found in the old Editions of Ar- 
taxerxes, we fhall, for the fake of fuch of our readers, as 
have purchafed a former edition, prefent them with a copy,

partaking of the bravura charaéter. In the former of thefe 
fhe has, on ‘every repeated reprefentation of the Opera, been 
moft rapturoufly encored. The latter being of more dif- 
ficult execution, and more inveterately in the ftyle of the Ita- 
lian School, is not fo univerfally congenial to the tafte and 
comprehenfion of a Britifh audience. 

The Third Aét rifes upon us in the beauty and intereft 
of the mufic. It allots to Mandane an Air, a Duett, anda 
Bravura, each of them of the firft rate excellence, and, per- 
haps, fuperior to any other in the whole operae The charm- 
ing Song: : 


¢ Let not rage thy bofom firing” &c. 


is equally chara€terized by {weetnefs, fimplicity and pathos. 
The appeal it makes to the feelings is irrefiftible. We can- 
not wonder, therefore, at the tumultuous applaufe with 
which it is conftantly received, and its encore peremptorily 
demanded. - Independant of its native and inherent recom- 
mendations, in point of melody, Mrs. Billington enriches 
it with an exhauftlefs variety of graces and embellifhments, 
which fhe difpenfes with fuch nice judgment and difcrimi- 
nation, as not to overcharge or abrogate its charaéter. She. 
manages her extraordinary talents with fach addrefs, that 
Art ts abfolutely loft in Aré, and the higheft refinement wears 
the appearance of eafe and nature. The moft unmufical

is‘of the fame charaéter, as to fweetnefs and fimple pathos, 
with that we have already commented upon, viz.

It lulls the foul uncon{cioufly to repofe, and wraps it, as 
MILTON expreffes himfelf, in ‘* E/yhum!” 
The tranfcendent excellence of the celebrated Bravyra: 


66 The Soldier tir’d of War’s alarms” &c. 


is univerfally acknowledged. Though it requires the moft 
fkillful and matured powers of execution, it does not, like 
Bianchi’s compofition, reft its pretenfions folely on its 
difficulty. It boafts the genuine charatteriftics of mufic— 
the expreflion is appropriate to the feeling intended to be 
excited—the found is literally an ‘* Echo to the fenfe.” 
Here, then, we clofe our remarks on the Opera of Artax- 
erxes, as far as direétly and perfonally applies to Mrs, Bil- 
lington. But we cannot wholly difmifs this tropic, without 
offering a féw obfervations, in reply to a charge which, we 
underftand, has been advanced againft us, purporting, that 
in the former part of our Memoir, we have’ treated this 
lady with ‘extreme harfhnefs and feverity, and difcovered 
an'eagernefs to drag‘her priftine errors into notice and re- 
fufutate from the grave of oblivion, the aberrations of ju- 
veline incifcretion. To this charge we moft boldly and 
decidedly plead: ‘* Not guilty,” So far from harbouring 
a with to depreciate the merits of this accomplifhed lady and 
render her obnoxious in the public eye, we, on the contrary, 
entertain the higheft opinion of her talents, and would with 
: to 
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to extenuate, rather than aggravate her falings. In this 
point of view, we feel a confcious pride and fatisfaction, in 
repeating the remarks, with which we clofed our narrative 
of Mrs. Billington, inthe Oracle. As we there obferved— 
her failings are entirely perfonal; they involve, they com- 
promife, they injure no one, but herfelf. Her merits, on 
the other hand, are une quivocal and univerfally recognifed, 
Where, then, fo large a meafure of excellence is tinged 
and leavened with fo {mall a proportion of alloy, to infitt 
upon her imperfeétions, and magnify her faults, is a wanton, 
illiberal, and barbarous aét. Parodiyng the words of Pope, 
we may jultly exclaim: 

‘¢ If toher fhare fome female errors fall, 

‘¢ Lift toher notes, and you’|| forget them all.’’ 

We proceed now to a comparative review of the refidue 
of the Dramatis Perfone. To begin then, with the mof 
illuftrious chara€ter in the Opera; Mr. Hill, as the repre- 
fentative of Artaxerxes, has with refpe& to figure, a great 
and decided advantage over Mr: Dignum. Indeed the cor- 
pulency and general appearance of this latter gentleman 
would better qualify him to fuftainthe part of Artabanes. 
As the Opera is at prefent cait, Mr. Kelly has more the ap- 
pearance of a fripling, than the father of a man of equal 
years with Artaxerxes. 3 

Poffefled of, perhaps, the very fineft voice in the whole 
kingdom, Mr. Incledon wants tafte to turn that voice to its 
utmolt poflible advantage. His drefs, as Arbaces, is not 
altogether well conceived. It fits fo clumfily upon him, efs 
pecially about the arms, as to produce a very difagreeable 
effect. Mrs. Mountain dreffes the charaéter with infinitely 
more elegance—and infufes into her finging a greater pro- 
portion of refinement and grace. Hence with lefs obligations 
to nature, asa finger, than Mr- Incledon the is far fuperior to 
him in acquired excellence. Some ef our journalifts have 

aflef&ted 
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affeted to cavil at her drefs, as being too feminine=but it 


fhould be remembered, that fhe perfonates an Afiatic charac- 
ter, and as fuch ought to exhibit, in drefs and appearance, 
fome idea of the fottnefs and luxury of an Oriental court. 

Of the two rival reprefentatives of Artabanes, we give the 
decided preference to Mr. Townfend. Mr. Kelly as little 
Jooks the charaéter, as Mr. Dignum does that of Artaxer- 
xes. Again, Mr. Kelly has contra&ed a moft intolerably 
vicious habit of dolting his words, which is doubly offenfive 
and difgufling in Recitative. We muft, however, do him 
the juftice to obferve, that in two or three inftances, and 
particularly in the judgment-fcene, where he fentences his 
fon to death, he evinced a much greater fhare of feeling 
and nature, than we conceived him to poffefs. 

The punch-like appearance of Mr. Street renders the 
Covent-Garden Rimenes a downright burle/que, ’Tis true, the 
charaéter is in itfelf, ot very trifling import; yet fhort as it 
is, care ought to be taken not wantonly and unneceflarily to 
render it ridiculous. Mr. Cooke, of Drury-Lane, has a 
refpeétable look. 

The tones of Mrs. Atkins’s voice are too flender for a 
theatre of large dimenfions—a defe&t, which ftrikes us with 
redoubled force from the ftrong contraft it prefents to the 
potent intonation of Mrs. Billington. Mrs. Bland has, 
in this refpeét, greatly the advantage of the Covent-Garden 
Semira. And ‘what, we muft confefs, created in us a very 
agreeable furprize, notwithftanding the rotundity of her 
perfon, Mrs. Bland appears, comparatively {peaking, more 
fymmetrical in this charaéter, than in moft of the parts, 
which we have been accuftomed to fee her fuftain. 

With refpe& to the fcenic department, Drury-Lane car« 
ries it decidedly over the other houfe, in point of magnifi- 
cence and appropriate embellifhment. The judgement fcene, 
in particular, and ftill more the Temple {cene, wiich is prin- 

cipally 
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cipally borrowed from Pizzaro, havea grand and command~ 
ing effe€&t. On the whole indeed, the pomp and fplendour, 
fo efferttial neceflary to operatic reprefentation, are much bet« 
ter confulted at this theatre, than at Covent-Garden,
